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PROFESSIONAL COMMENT. 


R. WILLIAM H. RUSSELL of Clinton & Russell, 
New York, died in Lyons, France, on July 22nd. 
Mr. Russell had been ill for some time, and it was deemed 
advisable for him to go abroad for the benefit of his health. 
He was accompanied by his wife and son, who were with 
him at the time of his death. Mr. Russell was 51 years 
of age. His business associates have sustained a great loss 
and the profession generally will miss a man of such fine 
personality and superior judgment. 


AYOR McClellan has appointed Arnold W. Brun- 

ner, ex-president of the Architectural League, to 

be a member of the Municipal Art Commission in place 

of Walter Cooke, who was recently selected as consulting 

architect to the Board of Estimate and Apportionment. 

Mr. Brunner’s name was recommended to the Mayor by 
the Fine Arts Federation. 


IVE leading colleges are behind the movement to 
establish a National Department of Fine Arts in 
Washington for the development of art culture in the 
United States. It is proposed that this new National De- 
partment shall control art schools, galleries and music con- 
servatories throughout the country, with an athenzeum in 
the Capital City. S. B. T. Trowbridge of New York, 
has been appointed chairman of the committee to bring the 
matter before Congress, and Senator Newlands of Nevada, 
will probably introduce the bill at the next session. 


Spee appointment of a commission of nine for the re- 

vision of the charter of Greater New York, offers 
to the building interests of this city an excellent opportunity 
to supplement the work now being done by the Building 
Code Revision Commission, by urging other reforms which 
the Code does not reach under existing conditions. Archi- 
tects and the builders are compelled to deal with nearly all 
of the city departments in the transaction of their business 
often to their utter confusion in attempting to hariaonize 
the various conflicting interests and requirements. Ex- 
Mayor Seth Low is chairman of the commission, which 
contains at least one man, Mr. Thomas Mulry, whose 
familiarity with the building trades should cause him 
to be alive to a proper appeal if made through a concerted 
effort of the various societies of architects, engineers and 
contractors, whose field is within the city. 


Many of the abuses in the Bureau of Buildings would 
undoubtedly be remedied by the one provision providing a 
suitable salary of, say $15,000, for the Superintendent of 
Buildings. “The existing charter, which fixes the salary at 
$5,000 for this important officer, who has charge of hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars worth of work in one year, 
and provides at the same time that he shall sever all con- 
nections with his business or profession, invites irregu- 
larities. It is only by making the salary of the position 
commensurate with its responsibilities that the proper 
type of man can be secured. 


The composition of the Board of Examiners is an- 
other charter matter requiring careful revision. As at pre- 
sent constituted, this important board has a number of mem- 
bers-representing old and obsolete societies, while such im-

MR. HARRY B, MULLIKEN, NEW YORK, 
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APAN, the aggressive, has taken up the gauntlet thrown 
down by their occidental critics, who ask why they 
have not attempted to solve their modern building problems 
by the application of their native art. For the first time the 
brilliant yellow man admits that he is stumped, and at a 
recent public banquet a cabinet minister admitted that it 
was impossible to adopt Japanese architecture to modern 
requirements, and issued a broad challenge to all western 
architects to come and try it. 


HE Pittsburg Architectural Club is getting ready to 
hold its Fourth Architectural Exhibition in the beau- 
tiful new fireproof Art Galleries of the Carnegie Institute, 
during the month of November, 1907, and expects to have 
one of the largest National Exhibitions ever held in this 
country.

The most unique feature is the filing room. In order 
to obtain absolute control of all incoming and outgoing 
drawings and supplies, to overcome any lack of discipline or 
method in the various departments and to establish a work- 
able and dependable system, everything that enters the office 
is brought through the hall to the filing room, where it is 
recorded and distributed to the staff. Everything leaving the 
offices likewise passses through the filing room for record, 
verification ard forwarding. In this same room are provided 
the files for all the correspondence and all the drawings for 
work in hand, which are kept in sliding files manufactured 
and installed by the Dryer Manufacturing Co. ‘The work 
recently completed is kept in the rack over the files, the full 
sizes in the drawers. In this room the materials and office 
supplies are purchased and distributed. 

The reception room is used only as a waiting room 
from which clients and contractors are directed to the dif- 
ferent private offices.

A TRADE SCHOOL BUILDING, 
By C. N. Cocswe-t. 


This building will be used as a trade school for masons, 
plumbers and wrought-iron workers, with the following 
suggestions as to plan. 

On the Ground Floor: 

An entrance vestibule. 

Staircases. 

One large workshop for the masons. 

One large workshop for the plumbers. 

A forge room for the iron workers. 

Two large rooms: One for the exhibition of fixtures 
and appliances pertaining to the plumbers’ trade, and a room 
for the testing of strengths of cements, concretes, and brick 
and stone work for the masons. A draughting room or 
rooms. 

On the Second Floor: 

An assembly hall to seat 300. 

A library. 

Class rooms for lectures. 

Teachers’ rooms, draughting rooms, etc. 

Toilet and coat rooms should be provided 
stories. 

The basement of the building will be used for the stor- 
age of materials, stock rooms, etc., and lifts should be pro- 
vided for the easy handling of stock to the different depart- 
ments above.

The basement may also contain the heating, lighting 
and ventilating plant of the building, but if it should seem 
advisable, the forge room for the iron workers might be 
combined with the heating plant, etc., in a separate build- 
ing connected with the main school. 

A study of the requirements may suggest the advisa- 
bility of placing the large hall on the first story.

200x300,
